Paris, Dec. 29.—It was asserted 


authoritatively today that the French 
government does not believe that 
war between Russia and Japan will 
break out. It is declared tbat the 
Japanese note which Russia is now

not even suggest

which a reply shall bo made by the 
Russian government. One of the dip- 
lomats accredited to Russia says the 
Russian government considers the 
Japanese reply to be."rather unsatis- 
factory."

Washington, Dec. 29.—At the in- 


stance of President Roosevelt, who 
has interested himself in the reports 
from abroad of massacres and con- 
templated massacres of Jews at Xisli- 
iueff, the state department is mak-

diplomatic and consular officers with 
the view of ascertaining the exact 
•situation as affecting those people. 
The United States consular agent at 
Odessa already has been heard from 
and he cabled the state department 
today that there has been no fresh 
outbreak at Kishineff, as reported.

archbishop of Westminster, was en- 
throned in the new 
cathedral of 


Westminster today with the impres- 
sive ceremony incidental to such ocan- 
sions. The-vast building was filled 
to its capacity by ecclesiastical and 
lay members of tho Roman Catholic 
church, tho robes of the officiating 
clergy and the varied garb of the 
numberrms religions orders forming 
a conspicuous contrast with the brick 
walls and bare looking, unfinished 
edifice. 


The cathedral of Westminster, con- 


secrated today, Is.the first Roman 
Catholic cathedral that has steed Iti 
the metropolitan see of England slnco 
the reformation. 
The building was 


begun, only eight years ago, though 
it -WHS projected by Caid!inal Wise- 
man (who died in 1865) 
and was 


planned by Cardinal Manning - in 
1865. It is situated half a mile wesi 
of, Westminster abbey and is a mag- 
nificent structure of the Byzantine 
style, with a great campanile of red 
brick, banded with Portland stone, 
itanding three hundred fcot high and 
crowned witli a metal-covered dome, 
Eiirmouiited 
by a double 
cross of 


bronze.

cathedral outside is 360 fwt; width, 
156 fpet; height of nave, 117 feet, 
and covers fin area of about 54,000 
square feet. The general view of the 
inner walls is still one of bare, rough 
brick.

Negro Executed in New York 


Shows Signs of Life Af- 


ter Several. Shocks 


Auburn, 
MT.-Y., Deo. 29.—Etavnk 


White, a negro, was put to dcaUi In 
-the electric chair at the state's prison, 
her today for tao murder of George 
Clare, a farmer vE Scriba, Osw«go 
county, by shooting. Six con.'bacts, 
each^of 1,740 volts, coven &nd oue- 
hnlf amperes, were applied before 
White was pronounced dead. " After 
tho fourth contact a strange gurgling 
in his throat ihado the physicians 
step back and horrified the spectators. 
The contact was quickly repeated, 
but still the stethoscopes recorded, 
cardiac notion and two more contacts 
were given. During the second con- 
tact -foe head electrode flashed bril- 
liantly and -there was on odor of 
burning hair. The executioner said 
it was the spong-o benB^fch -the elec- 
trode. He adjusted it :uore tightly 
before the next shock. 


Among those who made a test with 


•the stethoscope was Dr. TJ. B. Stein, 
of Buffalo, and ho reported that the 
h?a=t had not ceased to bsait, "When 
lie had resumed his seat in tihe front 
row and tibo fifth contact had been, 
turned on ho suddenly pitched for- 


•ard and foil to the floor in a swoon. 


Ho was picked up by three. keeper* 
and carried from the death chamber, 
but soon revived. 


State.Electrician .Davis, in dmrtje 


of the execution, explained the gur- 
gling in "White's throat by saying 
that ho held his breath for a 
few,., 


moments before the flrsrt contact, nnd. 
it wns simply the air escaping tro-m 
his lungs. He dealnred that White 
wns practically dead after *ho flrsb 
contact. 


White, who -was about twenty-five 


years of age, was employed "by Clare

tinel office, where he was a frequent 
visitor, and later called to see his 
daughter, Mrs. E. Hoch,

he chatted with members of tho fam- 
ily, and seemed in unusually good 
epirlts. Leaving his daughter's house 
ho walked the long distance to his 
homo, and shortly after reaching Ms 
residence complained of feeling 111. 
Within a short time it was apparent 
that his condition was alarming, and 
a physician was 
hurriedly 
sum- 


moned. It"wa« unavailing, however, 
for tho aged man declined rapidly 
until the end came at 7:30 o'clock. 


Mr. Johnston was n, native of Penn-

Tho deceased 
was employed upon, tha farms of his 
brothers, and later learned the trade 
of a blacksmith, operating a country 
shop in Wells county.for many years. 
Ho married a daughter of Virginia 
Martin, another early settler of Wells 
county.

Martin, the mother-in- 
Inw of the dcceasfid, Is yet living- at 
the age of more than, ninety years, 
and is the maternal head of a family 
whose living representatives com- 
bine five generations. 


In September, 1801, Mr. Johnston 


enlisted in the Rimy, serving with 
a regiment organized at Huntingdon, 
and remained in the service 
four 


years, serving with, much 
credit. 


About twenty years ago Mr. John- 
ston removed from Sluffton. to Port 
Wayne, working for a time as a 
blacksmith and later following other 
vocations. 
Ho had been 
in 
his 


prime a man of remarkable physical 
strength, and much of his vigor he 
retained to advanced age, though. It 
had been apparent for a year or more 
that Mr. Johnston was failing rapid- 
ly. Politically lie was an uncompro- 
mising democrat, and it 
was his 


proudest boast that he had never 
"scratched" a ticket. He was a mem- 
ber of General Lawton Post, Grand 
Army of the Republic.
